remarkable of tbe three. It «was of flve- 
elgbtbe inch metal of tbe finest quality, 
flanged a every angle and so heavily 
rivHeri and carefully made that neither 
air nor water could Bnd a pin point of 
entrance way. It was made at Troy, N. 
Y. The greatest care was taken in its 
construction. It was n perfectly plain 
steeljbox, broken only by the double line 
of rivets, which were driven home and 
welded with tbe understanding that ubey 
were never to be drawn. They were al- 
most part of the steel oaelng itself. 


When tbe big steel c»«e had "been finished 


and brought to this ctty, It was placed in 
tbe temporary tomb, bolted to the p'lers, 
all ready for the reception of tbe'coffln on 
August 8. Tbe end which ifaced tbe'door 
was left open, and it was through this 
end that tbe coffin «ae slid into place. 


After tbe first coffin bad been made in 


Rochester, it was brought to this oitj. 
For two days it remained in an under- 
taking establishment on Ftfth avenue, 
and during that time it was looked np< n 
by nearly 70,000 persons. Ail sorts and 
conditions of people went and were so 
anxious to get a sight that they made 
wild rushes and damaged considerable 
property in the negbborhoon. Policemen 
had to b« called to keep tbe crowd within 
bounds.

The sarcophagus feels in the centre of

obtaining suitable 


material for the sarcophagus. The prop 
er quality was found after long search in 
tbe quarries of Montello, Wisconsin,' a 
porphyry of flue texture, brilliantly red- 
dish in color. Cut from tbe solid rock, it 
is highly polished, reflecting the near by 
surface as It rests in the crypt Thagreat 
block Is 10 feet 4 inches long, 5 feet 6 
Inches wide, 4 feet 8 inches high, and 
weighs five tons. In this immense block 
a space was hallowed out into which the 
coffined remains of General Grant were 
lowered. Then tbe nap stone was set 
and tbe sarcophagus again became* as a 
solid block. It is plain, rave for tbe 
simple engraved inscription at the bead 
of tbe capstone, " Ulysses P. Grant."

The flawless grarlte et wM<* tba, 
tomb consists is of dotted whitish gray, 
takea from a quarry of uniform grain, j 
and Is so light in tone that In the strong j 
sunlight n Is bard to distinguish Ircm 
marble. Pawing up tha great steps which 
extend three-quarters of the way acroat 
the front of the structure, one eomes first 
to the doors of tbe tomb, filling a spaoe 
of 16 feet 4K inches in height and 9 feet 
In width. Of bone-dried ash, oevered 
tbtekly with a oompoiHIoB of copper and 
tin, these doors weigh three and one-half 
tens.

park has become a favorite summer rest- 
ing place for tba New Yorker. On a 
warm day its sloping green aides are 
crowded with children,'while aloag Its 
rinding shelteredjpathajtbejnvalid In his 
carriage isjfreqosntly seen drawing new 
life from tbe refreshing bneias.tbat blow 
from tbe bay or down through the leafy 
palisade*.'

It was not until 1873, however, that 


be city acquired the property, although 
egotlations for the purcbaae had been 
paned in 1869, While tbe natural beau- 
es of tbe place were manifold there re- 


mained much to do. So tbe rcadbuilders 


nd landscape gardeners were put to 
work, but it was not until after 1865 that 
ha "Drive" began to present anything 
ike tbe appearance it bas today. It was

omers are undecided, the marked 
peculiarity being noted that it pro-
